GP  Rehabilitation 


As  residents  of  O'Shaugnessey  Blvd. 
know  too  well^   their  thoroughfare 
invites  accidents,  both  at  the  Elk 
St.   intersection — where  the  stop  sign 
is — and  along  the  sharp  curve  just 
above  it.     Those  who  live  in  the 
area,  alarmed  at  the  growing  number 
of  mishaps,  are  taking  steps  to  try 
and  find  ways  to  make  this  Glen  Park 
version  of  Monte  Carlo  safer.  The 
G.P.A.  has  been  asked  to  assist  in 
the  effort. 

We  have  consulted  Officer  Perry 
Morris  of  the  Ingelside  Police  Sta- 
tion about  this  matter  and  made 
initial  contact  with  the  Department 
of  Public  Works.     We  will  draft  a 
petition  to  present  to  the  D.P.W. 
incorporating  some  proposals  for 
action.     This  petition  will  request 
that  the  D.P.W.   analyse  the  existing 
conditions  relating  to  speed,  warning 
signs,  lighting  and  paving.  This 
analysis  will  enable  the  D.P.W.  to 
develop  a  plan  to  make  the  western 
entrance  to  Glen  Park  safe  for  both 
driver  and  pedestrian.     Watch  for 
the  petitions  in  the  local  stores  in 
Glen  Park  and  at  Miraloma  Shopping 
Center . 


With  the  spring  rains  and  dark  evenings 
now  behind  us,  Glen  Canyon  Park  has  once 
again  become  the  focus  of  community 
recreational  activities.     As  a  result  of 
the  City's  park  improvement  program  initiated 
last  year.  Glen  Park  has  been  the  recipient 
of  rehabilitative  efforts.     The  tennis  courts 
have  finally  reopened,  sport     new  nets  and 
a  wonderful  new  surface.     The  softball  fields, 
at  one  time  manually  irrigated,  now  have  a 
functioning  automatic  irrigation  system.  The 
recreation  center  has  also  been  spruced  up 
with  a  fresh  coat  of  paint  outside  and  a 
refinished  gymnasium  floor.     Even  a  new  sign 
has  been  installed  identifying  our  park. 

In  an  effort  to  take  advantage  of  available 
City  funds,  programs  for  additional  repairs, 
as  well  as  new  facilities,  have  been  discussed 
by  the  G.P.A.  Park  &  Recreation  Committee. 
Included  in  our  agenda  are  a  stairway  to  the 
park  off  of  Sussex  Street,   control  of  the 
extensive  fennel  intrusion,  bleacher  replace- 
ment, new  tennis  court  benches,   fence  repair, 
erosion  control  and  increased  security  to 
control  vehicular  and  motorcycle  activities 
in  the  park. 

The  G.P.A  Park  &  Recreation  Committee  is 
constantly  monitoring  the  conditions  and  uses 
of  the  park,  but  invariably  there  are  things 
that  go  unnoticed.     The  Committee  welcomes 
any  comments,  suggestions  and  help  in  order 
to  keep  our  park  healthy,  safe  and  pleasurable,

STREET  REPAIR 

Diamond  Street  is  still  slated  for 
reconstruction  this  summer.  The.  section 
from  Moreland  to  Moffit  wilJ   ue  done 
first.     This  200-foot  area  will  serve 
as  a  test  section  for  the  new  construction 
methods  the  Department  of  Puolic  Works 
hopes  to  apply  to  the  rest  of  Diamond 
later  this  year.     When  Diamond  Stree*: 
was  last  reconstructed  in  1965,   the  job 
was  expectec  to  last  40  years.  About 
10  years  after  construction,  problems 
began  to  show.  A  high  water  ttble  and 
numerous  underground  rivulets  and  streams 
liquified  the  clay  and  red-rock  soil, 
carrying  soil  downstream  and  thus  under- 
cutting the  concrete  slab.     With  no 
support,   the  concrete  slab  cracked  and 
slumped.     The  new  construction  will  use 
drain  or  ballast  rock  and  ground-up 
asphalt  as  a  sub-base  for  the  concrete, 
enabling  the  water  to  run  through,  but 
not  to  carry  away  the  supporting  sub-base. 


Zoning 


The  efforts  by  the  G.P.A.   to  work  out 
an  effective  zoning  plan  for  downtown 
Glen  Park  are,  as  of  this  writing     in  low 
gear.     By  the  time  you  receive  this  we 
will  probably  be  shifting  into  second. 

On  June  7th  the  City  Planning  Office 
presented  a  report  to  the  Planning  Comm- 
ission offering  its  recommendations 
for  rezoning  in  neighbornood  commercial 
districts  throughout  the  city.  Our 
G.P.A.  monthly  meeting  on  Tuesday,  July  10 
will  feature  a  City  Planning  representa- 
tive who  will  speak  to  us  about  this 
report     and  how  it  will  affect  Glen  Park.

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Traffic 


In  response  to  complaints  about  the 
excessive  speed  of  cars,   trucks  and 
the  #26  bus  on  Chenery  Street,   the  G.P.A. 
Traffic  &  Parking  Committee  will  be  re- 
questing that  the  Dept.   of  Public  Works 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Transporta- 
tion and  Traffic  Control  Committee  survey 
the  need  for  more  traffic  control  on  Chen- 
ery Street  from  30th  Street  to  Diamond 
Street . 

Two  other  streets  were  mentioned  in 
complaints:     Castro  Street  and  Diamond 
Street.     Castro  Street  has  no  stop  signs 
along  its  last  two  blocks — traffic  is 
unregulated  at  the  intersections  of 
Surrey,  Laidley  and  Chenery.  Diamond 
Street  between  Chenery  and  Surrey  is  very 
narrow.     With  the  heavy  traffic,  bus 
lines  and  a  sharp  turn,  perhaps  Diamond 
Street  within  that  area  should  have 
one-side-of-the-street  parking  only? 
Any  comments,  suggestions  and/or  pet  peeves 
about  conditions  of  pavement  or  traffic 
concerns  on  these  or  other  Glen  Park 
streets  will  be  eagerly  received  by 
Committee  Chair  Katie  Flynn:  586-0330, 
48  Mateo  Street.
